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Pioneer Woman 


Mishicot became a village in 
1847. On September 7, 1847, the 
first white child was born in 
Mishicot. Her name was Cather- 
ine Trossen and she later married 
Edward Samz, living to age 95 
before her death in 1942. 


Because she had the rare gift of 
storytelling, some of the interest- 
ing events in her life were written 
down by her great-granddaughter, 
Priscilla Samz, in 1957. 


Catherine was a familiar figure 
in the countryside. She wore a 
wide-brimmed black hat and usu- 
ally carried a small black bag 
filled with medicine and herbs as 
she called on the sick and dying. 

Her family often gave shelter 
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SPECIALIZING IN 


to an elderly Indian woman who 
came to town to sell beautifully 
dyed baskets made from thinly 
shaved reeds. Not knowing what 
tribe or place she had walked 
from, the women communicated 
without understanding each 
other’s language. 

Grandchildren of this pioneer 
woman are living in Mishicot 
today. Their grandmother’s story 
will soon be told in a book, 
WOMEN OF NORTHEAST 
WISCONSIN, being published by 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, Green Bay Area 
Branch. The Mishicot Area 
Growth and Improvement Com- 
mittee nominated Catherine 
Trossen Samz for this project.

Mishicot is a name with a 
meaning. Following Ottawa Indi- 
an tradition, Mishicot means “a 
place of shelter.”

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MECCA: Environmental 


Education Trail 

Noted area naturalist and former 
Mishicot teacher, Winnifred Smith, 
has created a project called 
MECCA, more fully known as 
Mishicot’s Environmental Change 
Curriculum Area. 


The trail is also called MECCA 
because the word “mecca” is 
defined as “any place sought by 
numbers of people for a goal.” 


The goal of the trail 1s to encour- 
age those who travel it to use all 
five senses in order to experience 
the wonders of the natural world. 
The trail has been designed to point 
out specific items representing the 
changes that have occurred through 
the years and those that will be evi- 
dent during the different seasons. 


The trail is located in the 30-acre 
Nature Center, adjacent to the O. H. 
Schultz Elementary School in 
Mishicot. The Wisconsin Environ- 
ment Education Board awarded 75 
percent of funds required, with the 
Mishicot School District providing 
the rest. 

Learning stations are established 
along the trail, and these provide 
areas for studying the newly written 
curriculum topics. The concept of 
“environmental change” is noted 
and explored throughout the trail. 
The project is providing a means to 
expand Mishicot’s strong environ- 
mental education offering, as well 
as provide opportunities to maintain 
and improve the quality of the envi- 
ronment.

streams is encouraging. Trout 
catches can give you memories 
to savor. If you don’t have your 
own boat, charter boats are 
available. 

Take a WALK down the 
streets of Mishicot. Small towns 
have a way of revealing the past. 
Tensions disappear as you 
saunter along. 

Enjoy CROSS COUNTRY 
SKIING at Fox Hills, Woodland 
Dunes, Camp Tapawingo, or 
Point Beach State Forest. Hid- 
den Valley, nestled between 
Mishicot and Maribel just off 
Highway I-43, is the fifth-oldest 
ski area in Wisconsin and is 
open for DOWNHILL SKIING, 
December | to April 1. Ski hills 
are improved with man-made 
snow. Ski instructors and rentals 
are available. 

Are you a SNOWMOBILING 
enthusiast? A marked trail pass- 
ing through the village will con- 
nect you with the state trail net- 
work. Trails are groomed for 
good snowmobiling. Area snow- 
mobile clubs encourage you to 
obey the snowmobile laws, 
respect the rights of private 
property owners, and drive safe- 
ly on the trails. 

The winter-hardy take to the 
lakes for ICE FISHING. Harpt’s 
Lake, just 10 minutes away off 
Highway 147, attracts many 
fishermen as long as the ice is 
thick enough, and they can fish 
walleye, northern pike, and pan- 
fish. 

Leading into Mishicot is the 
Ice Age Trail. During the Ice 
Age, some 15 ne years ago, 
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most of northern North America 
lay under the grip of colossal ice 
sheets. The. effects of the 
advancing and retreating glaci- 
ers can be seen in the headlands 
of Cape Cod, the Finger Lakes 
of New York, and the hills of 
Michigan; but nowhere is the 
glacier’s work upon the land 
more impressive than in Wis- 
consin. 

Wisconsin’s legacy from the 
glaciers and meltwater streams 
of the Ice Age is a landscape of 
great diversity and beauty. The 
1000-mile trail in Wisconsin 
will be similar to the Appalachi- 
an Trail in the southwestern U.S. 
Approximately 160 miles have 
been certified thus far, and 
another 180 miles are open to 
travel by foot for HIKING and 


BACKPACKING. 
The Village Park in Mishicot 
has TENNIS courts and 


HORSESHOE pits. During the 
summer months, the BASE- 
BALL diamonds are busy 
almost every night. Come on out 
to enjoy ball at its best.
